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Estate agent subjected to 
‘wicked and premeditated’ torture 


A talented footballer who helped 
an estate agent kidnap and tor¬ 
ture her former boss after being 
sacked has been sent to a young 
offender institution for eight-and- 
a-half years. 

Shakib Chowdhury, 20, of Surbiton, 
was one of three men who put busi¬ 
nessman Waqas Malik through the 
seven-hour ordeal after Ambreen Gul, 
23, of Hackney, had lured him to her 
flat in June last year, where he was re¬ 
peatedly beaten. 

Southwark Crown Court heard how 
the former Arsenal and West Ham U17 
footballer, along with Gul, Quasim 
Ahmed, 21, of Barking and Mukshud 
Ali, 18, of Barking, tried to extort 
£200,000 from the 48-year-old, who 
runs Sky lord Properties in Ilford. 

Mr Malik was told that if he did not 
produce the money he and his 13-year- 
old son would be killed. 

The court also heard how he was 
punched, kicked and pistol-whipped 
while bound and blindfolded. 

But Gul panicked when Mr Malik, 
who has a heart condition, fell ill after 
being given a powerful sedative. 

She drove the “almost unconscious” 
victim home and told his wife he was 
drunk and had sexually assaulted her. 
But once in hospital, doctors found his 
face and head covered in bruises and 
cuts, and ligature marks on his wrists

from the tape bindings. 

All four were convicted of false im¬ 
prisonment. They were also variously 
convicted of, or admitted, wounding 
with intent, blackmail, having an imi¬ 
tation firearm with intent, theft and 
administering a “poison or noxious 
substance” with intent. 

Sentencing them yesterday, Judge 
Deborah Taylor said: “You were in¬ 
volved in this wicked, premeditated 
and brutal plan.” 

Mr Malik’s seven hours of suffering 
caused him “pain, fear and distress” 
and he believed he was going to be 
shot, she said. 

“These are serious and ugly crimes 
and it is chilling to find those as young 
as you involved in them,” she added. 

Chowdhury was sent to a young of¬ 
fender institution for eight-and-a-half 
years, Ahmed was jailed for eight 
years and Ali, who was sacked from 
the same firm as Gul, was detained in 
a young offender institute for seven 
years and nine months. 

Gul was jailed for 10 years.

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Police have issued another ap¬ 
peal for public help to track 
down the killers of New 
Malden schoolboy James 
Smartt-Ford, shot dead at an 
ice rink last year. 

Speaking after seeing the 
murderers of a 15-year-old 
Peckham schoolboy, unrelated 
to this case, put behind bars 
for a 27-year sentence, the offi¬ 
cer investigating the case said 
it was proof that courts and 
police could protect witnesses. 

In that case, six witnesses 
gave evidence anonymously 
from behind protective 
screens. Three had their voic¬ 
es changed electronically so 
they could not be recognised. 

Detective Superintendent 
Gary Richardson appealed to 
anyone who could bring the 
same justice to the family of 
James Smartt-Ford. 

He said: “If you come and 
tell us what you know, we can 
promise to look after you 
when you give evidence at 
court. We have shown that by 
working with the court ser¬ 
vice we can successfully pros¬ 
ecute those people of violence 
whose reputation has caused 
fear throughout the communi¬ 
ty”

The 17-year-old was gunned 
down in front of more than 
300 young people at a disco 
night at Streatham Ice Arena, 
Streatham High Road. 

Terrified teenagers watched 
as James was shot twice by a 
black youth in dark clothing 
at 10.55pm. 


The student managed to 
stagger a few metres on to the 
ice before he collapsed. 

He was rushed to St George’s 
Hospital, Tooting, where he 
was pronounced dead at mid¬ 
night. 

Police have so far arrested 
six young men aged between 


the ages of 16 and 27. They re¬ 
main bailed to return to police 
stations, while investigators 
carry out further inquiries.

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Fight for new school will 
continue - campaigners

Campaigners for a new secondary school in 
north Kingston have refused to give up 
their 10-year fight - despite the council an¬ 
nouncing it could start work on one in 2009. 

Petitioners remain suspicious of 
Kingston Council’s motives in attempting 
to join the £144m Building Schools for the 
Future programme five years ahead of 
schedule, fearing they have one eye on rais¬ 
ing popularity ahead of the next election. 

North Kingston school campaigner 
Angela Norton-Bilsby said: “I’m still wary - 
while I’m pleased that after 10 years the 
council has recognised the need for a new 
secondary in the north of the borough. 

“We’re still going to keep fighting because 
I think 2014 is too long - they say they are 
going to make a start in 2009 but knowing

how the council works’ it could be long 
after that before we see anything happen. 

“I’ve no doubt there’s some political moti¬ 
vation behind it, but the bottom line is that 
this campaign has been growing for 10 
years and has now reached critical mass.” 

Mrs Norton-Bilsby also criticised the fig¬ 
ures the council used in projecting primary 
school places, pointing out two-thirds of 
places at the Tiffin schools were taken up 
by children from outside of the borough. 

She said: “There’s a need for a new sec¬ 
ondary now since there are about 80 places 
at the Tiffin schools that Kingston pupils 
can’t have - the figures just don’t add up. 


Strike to affect public services 


Overflowing bins, school closures 
and delays in benefit payments could 
plague Kingston next month, as 
council staff take strike action over 
pay. 

Unison members voted for strike 
action this week because they are 
unhappy about a 2.45 per cent pay 
increase and are struggling to cope 
with rising food, energy and petrol 
prices. 

The council said union membership 
was lower than other London bor¬ 
oughs, but was not able to give an 
exact figure. 

The union must give seven days’ no¬ 
tice of any strike and it is thought to 
begin with a two-day walkout in 
early July. 

The council said it would hope to 
keep most schools open during the 
strike but warned it would keep a 
close eye on staffing levels as more 


information becomes available. 

A spokesman said: “Experience of 
previous years would suggest that in¬ 
dustrial action is unlikely to cause 
any significant disruption to services 
outside

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A total of 18 patients were turned 
away from Kingston Hospital last 
year because of a shortage of in¬ 
tensive care or high dependency 
beds. 

One patient was sent on a two- 
hour, 75-mile (121km) journey to 
a hospital in Canterbury. 

The hospital has never had pae¬ 
diatric intensive care beds for 
children and follows guidelines 
by only transferring children to 
London hospitals. 

A spokesman for Kingston Hos¬ 
pital said: “If we do not have an 
intensive care bed available, it is 
in the patient’s best interests to 
be transferred to an appropriate 
intensive care unit at another 
hospital as quickly as possible.”

The hospital said it had treated 
97 per cent of patients who need¬ 
ed an intensive care bed - beating 
the target set by the president of 
the Intensive Care Society. 

The 18 patients were among al¬ 
most 700 patients who have been 
diverted or transferred in the last 
12 months from London hospitals 
because of a shortage of beds. 

Former nurse Ann Blanche 
said: “They need more beds. They 
haven’t got them. You can’t pre¬ 
dict usage. Of course it is danger¬ 
ous to move somebody a long 
distance and take a longer time to 
get them into hospital but you 


can’t disagree with the statement 
that it is in their interest to get 
them to one.” 

The number of coronary care 
beds has been reduced from four 
to two in the past five years, as 
the hospital believes this number 
is sufficient for demand. 

During 2007/08, the hospital 
treated 543 patients in its 10 beds 
but was full on 111 days out of the 
year. 

So far this year the hospital has 
not been forced to divert or move 
any patients from intensive care 
beds.

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Tube death inquest halted 
as new evidence assessed 


The inquest of a Kingston 
University student who died 
under a London Tube train 
had to be halted, after new 
evidence emerged which 
police need to assess. 

Nobody has ever been 
charged over the death of Tu 
Hioa Quang Vu, 25, who was 
knocked off the Earls Court 
platform in November 2006. 

The jury at Westminster 
Coroner’s Court was shown 
“fresh evidence” by police, 
which the coroner ruled could 
explain how the incident 
happened and the involve¬ 
ment of QPR youth footballer

Harry Smart. 

The coroner adjourned the 
inquest to wait for further 
developments. Inquests cannot 
assign blame but if fresh 
evidence emerges which could 
assist police, coroners have to 
stop proceedings. 

Mr Smart, who also fell and 
was hit by the train, and his 
friends were “horse-playing” 
on the platform, the jury 
heard. 

The four boys were arrested 
at the time of Mr Vu’s death - 


Mr Smart after a lengthy stay 
in hospital - but no charges 
were ever brought. 

Earlier, jurors watched stilt¬ 
ed CCTV footage of the inci¬ 
dent, which showed Mr Smart 
emerging from a blind spot 
between cameras and career¬ 
ing into an unaware Mr Vu. 

The jury was then shown a 
3D computer reconstruction 
of the platform, complete with 
a James Bond Devil May Care 
poster, using stick figures to 
suggest the positions of the 
youths on the platform. 

As soon as the evidence had 
been shown, the coroner sent 


jurors out. 

Mr Smart had told the jury 
he had no memory of the inci¬ 
dent, which left him with 
severe head injuries and a 
metal rod in his leg. He said: 
“The only remembrance I have 
is of the Sunday before. The 
next thing I got my bearings of 
where I am is in hospital.” 

A spokesman for the Crown 
Prosecution Service, which 
last April decided there would 
be no prosecutions, said: “We 
always keep cases under re¬ 
view, so we would look at that 
evidence again and see if it 
changes our decision.” 


Woman, 20, attacked 
as she walked home 


Police are hunting a man in 
his 20s who attacked a 
woman as she walked home 
early in the morning in 
Kingston. 

The 20-year-old victim 
was approached from be¬ 
hind at 3.05am on Saturday, 
June 7, in Richmond Park 
Road and attacked. 

She managed to fight off 
her attacker using self- 
defence and escaped with 
scratches and bruises. 

Kingston police said they 
believed there was a sexual 
motive for the attack. 


The man was European, in 
his mid-20s, with thick 
black hair pushed forward 
and an oval face. 

He was wearing a black, 
long-sleeved shirt and was 
about 5ft 8in and of slim 
build. He left the scene on 
foot towards Kingston via 
Richmond Road.

Rising oil prices fuel cutback 
fears for officers’ chairman 


Rising fuel bills could force the 
Metropolitan Police to make cutbacks, 
according to the man who represents 
rank-and-file officers. 

The Met’s fuel bill has gone up from 
£10.7m in 2006 to £12.2m this year, as 
petrol prices continue to rocket. 

There are reports officers are being 
asked to hunt out the cheapest petrol 
stations when they fill up. 

Peter Smyth, chairman of the 
Metropolitan Police Federation, said 
he did not think recruitment would 
suffer, but said money would have to 
be saved somewhere. 

“It stands to reason that if you have 


a budget and part of your budget goes 
up as substantially as petrol is, some¬ 
thing has to give,” he said. 

“I’m not aware of any plans to cut re¬ 
cruitment - the Met are committed to 
training 2,200 police by March. If 
there were I would make some very 
strong statements.” 

The Met have 6,500 vehicles which 
travel a total of 63m miles a year. 
Much of the fuel is bought in bulk at 
discount prices. 

A spokesman said: “Our officers are 
always asked to seek out the cheapest 
patrol stations. No one says go to the 
most expensive ones.”

Share your heaps of compost 
know-how to spread the word

An innovative scheme to get more 
people involved in composting this 
summer is searching for volunteers. 

The Kingston Community Compost 
Network has teamed up with London 
Community Recycling Network 
(CRN) to deliver courses in how to 
start composting and it needs com¬ 
post mentors to help spread the word. 

There are currently 14 trained 
mentors in Kingston and a free train¬ 
ing session has been organised on 
Saturday June 28, for people willing 
to share their expertise with others 
across the borough.

“It was very informative - even for 
someone like me who has been com¬ 
posting for 24 years - because people 
do have a lot of questions. 

“Composting is important - it helps 
the soil and stops so much food going 
to waste.” 

Edouard Guidon, from the London 
CRN, said recruiting compost men¬ 
tors from Kingston would give a

“local flavour” to the advice given to 
residents and would allow people to 
share their knowledge.

“A recent report said that 40 per 
cent of people who bought a compost 
bin give up within a year, so it’s real¬ 
ly important for people to have sup¬

There’s no housing crisis 
to warrant a costly ballot 


I attended the housing consulta¬ 
tive and leaseholders forum 
committee (HCC) meeting on 
Wednesday, June 18, when the 
results of the survey were pro¬ 
jected on to a large screen and 
the head of housing went 
through the figures, explaining 
their significance. This formed 
the basis of a report to be pre¬ 
sented to the executive. 

Paragraph 20 of the HCC re¬ 
port to the executive states that, 
according to statistical rules, 
the results of the survey are 
representative of most of the 
tenants and leaseholders. 


In last week’s Kingston 
Guardian you reported on 
the “Every Leaf Counts” 
flower competition at School 
Lane in Tolworth. 

Your article suggests that 
this competition was set up 
in defiance of Kingston in 
Bloom! I am a resident of 
School Lane, my neighbours 
and I are taking part in both 
the local Every Leaf Counts 
and the borough’s Kingston 
in Bloom competitions. 


Regarding R A Austin’s letter 
of June 18; he is quite right to 
say the issues now are the same 
as they were four years ago. 

Both sides still present the 
same arguments, but one thing 
has changed for the worse. 
Property is even further out of 
the reach of low earners with 
nearly 2m on waiting lists na¬ 
tionally, 6,000 in Kingston. 


The variance referred to in 
the paragraph is calculated ac¬ 
cording to strict mathematical 
rules and indicates the extent to 
which the results of a statistical 
sample may be generally ap¬ 
plied to the target population - 
tenants and leaseholders.

I heard about it on the Today pro¬ 
gramme in 2004 and it really inter¬ 
ested me. 

I was born in India, a place 
called Nani Tal in the Himalayas, 
and I spent three years in Hong 
Kong as a Gurkha in the 1970s. The 
charity is run by another ex- 
Gurkha so I started fundraising 
for them. When I became semi-re¬ 
tired I got in touch and wanted to 
do more. I was appointed a trustee 
treasurer in April. 


And you’ve enjoyed some re¬ 
cent success? 

Yes - they successfully rescued 20 
people from a circus in India on 
June 14 and 15. There were 17 fe¬ 
males, including 13 minors. 

Pretty good stuff and hopefully 
the circus owner will be impris¬ 
oned too. 



I’ve been sponsoring two chil¬ 
dren there and managed to meet 
with one, Subash, 18, whose educa¬ 
tion I have been sponsoring for 10 
years - it was a great experience.

We’re also working with chil¬ 
dren with HIV involved in the sex 
trade. 


What other work does the trust 
do? 

The vision is to help disadvan¬ 
taged children in Nepal including 
street and prison children and pro¬ 
vide a safe refuge for them. 


How did you find your visit to 
Nepal? 

I went to the refugees in Kathman¬ 
du and south Nepal - it is a poor 
country but it was a great feeling 
to see the children and see how 
happy they were in safe and se¬ 
cure surroundings. 


Tell me about the Gaps for 
Grumpies scheme? 

The scheme provides volunteer 
placements for older people 
around the world. Gap trips aren’t 
just for young people - I went to 
Tanzania for the project and 
helped build a boys’ toilet at a pri¬ 
mary school near Kilimanjaro. 

All the volunteers put in £150 to 
pay for the materials and we pro¬ 
vided the labour. Local craftsmen 
then did the skilled work. 

There were eight of us - old and 
young and we all learned a lot 
from each other and worked well 
together. 

It felt good to be able to make a 
difference, experience a new cul¬ 
ture and country and see how peo¬ 
ple there may be poor materially 
but are happy with their own exis¬ 
tence.

Andy Enright 
discovers that of all 
the superminis that 
could be converted 
to open top form, 
Nissan’s Micra had 
to be one of the 
best candidates. 


The ‘Micra C+C’, as Nissan 
has dubbed its coupe-convert¬ 
ible, is designed, engineered 
and built in the UK and is sure 
to nab quite a few sales from 
the established players. 

It’s recently been improved 
with a series of tweaks de¬ 
signed to keep it fresh. The 
first visual change to styling 
can be seen on the front grille 
which moves away from the 
chrome centre line over to a 
chrome surround, providing 
what Nissan hope is a cleaner 
and fresher look. 

Inside, there’s revised interi¬ 
or trim, an MP3 jack socket 
and sports sculptured seats. 
You’ll also now find a 
Bluetooth hands-free 
telephone system, a 
double DIN audio 
unit and an au¬ 
dible speed 
limit warning 
fitted as stan¬ 
dard. Set your

Since this car was first 
launched, Nissan has worked 
hard to improve refinement, 
fitting thicker front door glass, 
improved door seals and re¬ 
vised wheel arch liners.
